Buthis Excellence fearing(and 
not without reaſon) the River would frees 
before we could. finth our Voiage,he entrea+ 
ted the Priſtef Bogdanto.go befare, that we 
might have freſh watermen ready at our! arrt- 
val in every relay;z& that all noceſfary provili- 
onsbeingprovided before hand; we might haye 
no ono la: loſe our time. But: this.cate 
was very ill ſeconded by our Pilats, who tap 
us ſeveral times upon ground,'fo that ſame- 
times we ſpent two or three-hours1n diferts 
gaging a boat. from the Rocks. And ſome 
times we received {o horrible concuſtions, that 
It was a wonder the barque was:not broke to 
pieces uynder.ys, and this gave ane occalion 
to ſay , that - peradventure the Boats did 
break the Rocks, In the night eitne-ordind> 
rily the Boat-men made fires:in-the Woods, 


as if they would bave ſet all 44aſcovic on fire;.

His Table : "Whereas the - other boats were

 'In this Vot "ge Walking was 'our greateſt 
Recreation, ' for whilſt our barques were 
drawn by the men, and advanced but a fmall 
pace, we went 'a-ſhore in our skifs. The Sha- 
dows and Umbrages which 'the -continual 
Foreſts caſt upon' the River ,''the excellent 
Verdure wherewith 'they were- adorned all 
the way, together with the 'favourableneſs 
_ of the Weather invited -us to it, and many 
times made us loſe all ſenſe of wearineſs;

the Horſe ) departed with my Lord's Coach 
and Horſes from Yolegda, that notwithſtand- 
ing our proviſion of Furs, we thought we 
ſhould never have been able to overcome it. 
But this extremity continued not above five 
or .fix days, the Heavens had reſerved more 
mild-and propitious weather for his Excellen- 
cies, departure, ſo-that it thawed tillthe very 
day we arrived at Teroſiaf; but it began then 
ta reaſlume its former fierceneſs, as by very 
ſenfible Convictions we found afterwards: 
We marched as well night as day, every one in 
his fledge at his full length. And, becauſe 
the 'upper parts of us were more, expoſed to 
the. injuries of the Aire, we took a particular 
care of covering our ſelves, and to ſtop all 
the: chinks the cold might poſſibly come 
in at, We had every one of us ( beſides our 
- *_ Fars) his bottle of ſtrong water, which we 

drunk. off now and then as an excellent pre- 
ſeryative of Heat. The Kitchin went ſtill 
before with the. Auſs Harbingers, which the 
Priſtafs ſent away to take up our Ledgings 
in good tine, and to get ſuch meat dreſſed 


\ and was not finiſhed till the fixth at Night, 


The Weather was ſo ſharp, and the Froſt 
ſo violent, when Mr. Godbolt ( the Maſter of 


— 


of three Embaſſies. Ytog © 
as they had along with them, and having. . 
diſpatched theſe away, they advanced to the 
next place ſome three or four hours before 
the Ambaſſador. The Priſtafs Equipage 
made' the. whole journey on horſe-back ; 
true it is they were well mountedand warm- 
ly clad, yet in my judgment their manner . 
of travailing was very much diſagreable with 
the Seaſon. The Waggoners or Drivers con- 
dition was lamentable too; who as the other 
had no other covering than the Sky, but they 
had this advantage that they could warm 
themſelves as they ran by their Sledges fides, 
beſides a certain dexterity they had got'in 
begging ſtrong Waters, which they would 
do 'ſo frequently '» it was a hard matter to ' 
revent them'by' offering it. Moreover we 
ad three Relaiecs or Stages by the way, viz. 
at Teroſlaf, at Peroſlaf, and at Troitza, where 
ſome of us changed: both their Horſes and 
Sledges 3 others whom his' Excellence had 
furniſhed with Sledges from Yologda, provided 
themſelves with freſh Horſes only, ſo that 
each of us had four feveral Waggoners or 
Drivers by the way. 5 
The greateſt Inconvenience I found in our 
whole Voiage was in our Lodging 3 for be- 
fides that the accommodation of Inns is not | 
known in that Country, there are very few 
Towns upon the Road that are capable of 
recelving an Ambaſſador. So that his Excel- 
- = nee” 
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lence had never good Quarters, but at 7+. 
roſlaf, at a Moſcovites houſe which was new. 
ly built , and there we ſtayed near fout 
compleat days to refreſh our ſelves, moſt of 
us lying inſheets, which we had ſcarce done 
any where but there in our whole Voiage, 
Our uſual lodgings were Cabbins, or little 
Cottages of Wood, one ſtory high, black all 
over With ſmoak , ſo that to diſlipate the 
ſtinks which are occaſioned by the ſame, 
and the ſweltring heat of their ſkins, which 
would be otherwiſe intollerable, we Were 
\ \. forced to keep the Windows continually 
4k open. But the greateſt trouble we had in 
theſe lodgings, or Yiſbies (as they call them) 
was when they heated their Stoves, for 
having no Chimneys they. make their fires 
withia ſide of the Chambers, and the ſmoak 
having no paſiage but at the Windows into 
the Streets, it is ſcarce poitble to ſubſilt one 
moment in that condition. 

And hence it was alſo we were ſo ill ac- 
| commodated with Diet : for, beſides that 
| we almoſt alwaies eat ina Scramble, mutton, 
. beef, or hens, which were roſted in their 
| * furnaces, was commonly our fare. They ha- 
ving no other invention for the drefling 
their meat, & wedoing it ordinarily 1n haſt,it 
fell out often our meat was but half dreſſed, 
inſomuch that ſome rather choſe to eat. their 
meat that had been frozen in the way, pn. 
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ded ithad been better dreſſed. This it was that 
Yin the beginning of this Relation gave me . 
occaſion to ſay, that amongſt the Utenfils of 
the Kitchin that. the Ambaſllador broughe 
from England, a Chimney would not have 
been ſuperfluous in ſeveral places. However 
as we were well lodged at Tero/iaf, lo our 
entertainment was very ſplendid, the Go-- 
vernour of the Town ſhewing ſo much gene- 
rofity, that he would ſpare no coſt in rega- 
ling, the Ambaſſador and his Train. There 
was an Engliſh Merchant there, that treated 
his Excellence very. nobly, Neſtrof enter- 
tained him twice alſo in his Voiage, and 
amongſt the reſt at Peroſaf, where we had 
the diverſion of Muſique,thoughin a Fiſby 
all blackned with ſmoak. 15 
Furthermore, in the Condition where i 
we travailed, it was no eaſte matter for us 
CF to divert our ſelves being every one-in his 
liedg by himſelf as in another world, march- 

"Nl ing as well! night as day amidſt the ſnow, 
tl and in the Violence of the winter, which 
+} to us ſeemed very bitter, though to the Afoſ- 
"|| covites it appeared very Favourablez Our 
"|| Emploiment for the moſt part was ſleeping, 
> fl the ſolitude, the warmth of our furrs, and 
the agreeable motion of our {ledges inviting 
| us thereunto 3 ſo that the greateſt part of us 
"|| did nothing almoſt but ſleep all the Voiage. 
And for this reaſon when we came near any

Town or Village, the Ambaſſador gave ordet 
that the Trumpets ſhould ſound, to give 
advertiſement to his train. | 


' Moſcovie being not very populous, and 
the Towns bur of wood, 'my intention is not 
to delay my ſelf in deſcribing thoſe that pre: 
ſented themſelves in this Voiage. For, beſtdes 
that the Moſcovites are very ſcrupulons in 
permitting ſtrangers to ſee their forts, there 
are very few of theit Towns wotthy an 
exatt deſcription. The handſomeſt we ſaw 
in this Journey 1s Teroſ/af, no very great 
Town but remarquable for that the Yolga 
_ Fuhs by it, ahd renders it a place of good 
Trade and populous, At Peroſiaf there is a 
very narrow River, but above 100 fathoms 
deep, and by the fide of the. Town a little 
Lake which was frozen as well as the River, 
at that time. Troitze is a Town built upon 
the bending of a hill « in which there is a 
Covent that makes it very remarquable, It 
'1s built on a plain below the Town, all 
of ſtone. fortified with a faire Wall, and (o 
rich that it maintains ordinarily 300 Monks. 
Here it was his Excellence was retarded five 
days in reſpect of the preparation that was 
making at AMoſco for his Entry, and by 
reaſon that betwixt this place and Adoſco,there 
was no other Town ſo proper for his ſtay, 
thongh in this alfo he was ſufficiently incom*- 
modedz 
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if moded; Yet in all the time he could not IJ 
el have liberty to ſee the Monaſtery : | F 
On the third of Febryary as ſoon as we | 
were arrived at the Taws,his Excelletice got his © 
1 Coach ready, and put himſelf immediately 
tl into a condition of making his folenine Entry 
- © into Moſco. In the mean time the tedipuſneſs 
of our Journey paſt, the ill lodging we 
wet with in fo !lictle a Village, and the happy 
repoſe we promiſed our felves in Moſco, made 
us impatiently to expe&t tho hour of our 
departure. Art length the fifth of that month 
was appointed forthe Ainbaſladors reception, 
as Neſtrof had acquainted his Excellence the 
day before, adviſing him to have all things 
ready by nine a clock the next Morning, 
which according to the Moſcovite accompt 
was the third hour ofthe day. Accordingly 
the Liveries were immediately give; out £9 
thoſe that were to wear them, and the 
Gentlemen put themſelves with all ſpeed in- 
to a very good Equipage, fo that all were 
ready at the hour appotated. Our Liveries, _ 
were {9 rich, and ſo well trim'd, that the 
Pages Livefics imong others colt near thirty 
pound ſterling a piece, being almoſt covered 
quite over with ſilver lace, Eachi of them 
had a good plame of feathers in his hat, 
and in ſhort there was nothing in all this 
Equipage unworthy the greatneſs of the 
M:ſter. This was in part the condition in 
f __ whiell 
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Which his Excellence was to make his Entry 
on the 5. of Febrxary, for which all things 
were in readineſs by nine of the clock in 
the morning. But the hour being come we 
had no Orders for our CH , In ſo much 


that there we lay languiſhing in a tedious ex- 
pecation till four a clock in the evening. 
His Excellence having diſpatched his Cooks 
to Meſco in the morning to prepare his 
dinner in the houſe that was aſſigned him 
there, we were conſtrained to remain all 
that day without provifions, becauſe we 
expected every moment to be gone. In 
the mean time no body knew what to make 
of this dis-order; Neſtrof himſelf wasamazed 
and could not imagine the reaſon, unleſs 
It was that the Tzar wasa-ſleep, and no body 
durſt wake him. At length about half an 
hour before night, the Meſſengers arrived 
with orders for our departure when we 
were in deſpair of making our Entry. The 
Ambaſlador was much ſurpriſed at it, and 
could not imagine what their defigne ſhould 
be to receive him in the night, in ſo much, 
that he repreſented to Neſtrof that it was 
not the Cuſtome to receive Ambaſladors in 
that Manner. However orders being come, 
and we tyred with an extream impatience 
all dzy of removing from choſe Wiſbies , he 
prepaied to depart, and expoſe all his 
pop and ſplendor to the darkneſs of the 
night.

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morning in good time. We had already in 
ſome manner preſaged this diſorder when 
we took notice how we were lead thorough 
by-ways , and that they had by deligne 
drawn us out of the high way. For which 
cauſe the Ambaſlador reflefting upon the ill 
treatment he had received that day: and ima- 
gining this delay would become every where 
a watter of laughter and contempt , hewas 
ſo farr tranſported, that he reſo}ved and pro- 
teltednot to make his Entry till he had lawfull 
reparation thereupon. And to teſtify the 
reſentment he had of this affront, he com- 
manded his Trumpets ſhould be fileat. Thus 
this day, which ſhquld have been a day 
Pomp and Magnificence proved a day of 
ſaſting of trouble and diſcontent z this day 
in which his. Excellence ought to have re- 
ceived the extraordinarie Markes of the 
greateſt Amity that ever was betwixt two 
Crownes, was a day in which he received 
but the tok<ns of indignity and contempt. 
True it is, the Ambaſtador was no ſooner ar: 
rived at the Vilage, we were retired to by 
order from the great Duke, but a Diack 
(whoſe name was Loukian Golozof) arrived 
from him to excule this diſorder, and ac 
cordingly he alledged that the Meſſenger 
that were ſent with the orders for our de: 
parture had imprudently loſt their way, and 
that his Mjeſty judging 1t Ions c 
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Excellence ſhould make his Entry fo late, he 
thought good to defer him till the next mor- 
ning, that he might give hima Reception ſui- 
table to his Charater. But the Ambaſlador 
being aſſured that this wandring of the-Meſ- 
ſengers was but a pretence ( for he was 
otherwiſe informed,that all this happened be- 
cauſe they were not ready to receive him) he 
was ſo farr from being ſatisfied with his apo- 
logy, that he was diſguſted at the very 
perſon of the Diack, and told him that with- 
out any reflexion upon him, it had been more 
becomming S have ſent a perſon of greater 
quality than he was of, to excuſe ſuch pro- 
ceedings. In the mean time our Cooks were 
ſent back, who brought us ſome proviſion 
along with them, to recover thole Spirits 
we had loſt that day for want of victuals. The 
next day in the morning his Excellency ap- 
prehending Golozof might have either 'dil- 
ouized or concealed his anſwer, he com- 
manded his Secretarie to draw up a letter in 
writing to the Tzar, in which he ſhould in- 
form him of the principal circumſtances of this 
diſorder, and intimate his reſolution not to 
ftirr from thence, till ſome correQion were 
given to the Authors and Inſtruments of it. 
The Letter was in theſe Termes.

His new and unaccuſtomed re- 
'Þ folution of writing to your Im- 
perial Majeſtie, before I have the moſt 
defired Honour of being admitted to 
Your Majeſties preſence, 15 occaſioned 
by a misfortune, if not an indignity 
which hapned to me Yeſterday. Afﬀter 
a tedious Journey from Vologda , and 
three Days waiting at the diſtance 
only of four miles from Your Imperial 
Court, when I had riſen very early, 
and according to the adyertiſement of

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Offonarius Evanovitſms Neſtrof , had 
firred my ſelf for my Journey ; never- 
theleſs, I was conſtrained to Janguiſh 
till after Ten without any manner of 
refreſhment ,- in the confinement and 
dirt of a ſ\moaky Cottage. All which 
things , though moſt unworthy the 
Majeſtie of the King my Maſter, Your 
Imperial Grandeur, and my particular 
Character, I patiently ſuſtained with 
the hope however of Entring Your 
Imperial City, and approaching the 
"preſence of Your Imperial Majeſtic, 
and declaring my juſt complaints. At 
length, when Night was now at hand, 
notice was given for our ſetting for- 
wards. And after the Guides had,like 
Tones fatui, miſlead me up and down 
the Fields, in the Night, it was fignt- 
hed to me, that I muſt quarter in this 
pitiful Village, amidſt all kind of in- 
conveniences, and {warms of trouble- 
{ome InſeRs. I confels I received from 
Your Imperial Majeſtie by a certain

Meſlage , excuſing the matter, and 
charging the fauſtupon the negligence 
of the Guides and Poſts.

Imperial Majeſtic very great thanks, 
and no wiſe doubt of your Generoſity;

conſideration; That this proceeding 
would give cauſe of talk and laughter 
to the whole World ; That therefore, 
however deſirous I was of approaching

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This Letter was ſcarce gone, when Demente 
Baſhmacof Diack of the great Dukes Cabi- 
net, arrived at the Ambaſſadors /iſby from 
the Tzar, he acquitted himſelf of his Meſ- 
ſage to his Excellence ſo well, that having 
promiſed him all manner of fatiſfaction, he 
prevailed with him upon thoſe termes to 
make his Entry immediately. And as Baſb-1a+ 
cof was returning very well pleaſed, the In- 
terpreter , who departed with the Letter at 
the ſame time Baſhmacof came to his Excel- 
lence, arrived with this anſwer, that 4/waze 
the Diacke of the Embaſly office (into whoſe 
hands he had given the Letter) told him that

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Baſhmacof was gone towards the Ambaſſador 
to give him ſatiſfaction in the behalf of his 
Tzarskoy Majelty : 6. | 

T his being paſt, we departed immediately 
to make our Entry, in which we received 
indeed very evident tokens of the Grat- 
deur of that Prince, there being all the ſplen- 
dor and glory that precious ſtones , rich turrs, 
cloth of gold and filver , velvets and other 
rich ſtuffs, goodly horſes, and a noble E- 
quipage could make: beſides the noiſe of an 
incredible number of Trumpets, Kertle-drums 
and other Inſtruments of military Muſique. 
ſo that it. was reported every where in the 
court , that the City of Moſco never ſaw the 
Entry of any Ambaſſador ſo glorious as this, 
which was made, on faturday the ſixth of 
February in a very faire day, with the ſame 
Order and Circumſtances that follow. 

The Ambaſladors Trumpeters , ſounding 
their filver Trumpets as they went , marchr 
on horſback in the Van. They were followed 
by the Gentlemen one after another, ever 
one in his {ledge, the inferior formoſt, fo 
that he whole place and quality was i1mme- 
I diately before the other followed him imme« 
diatly in this proceſſion, to the end that there- 
by he might have the advantage of being fo 
much nearer the perſon of the Ambaſſador. 
Each of them had his fledge adorned with 
Bearſkins ſo diſpoſed, that half of them —_ 

own 
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down behind. The Priſtafs domeſtique 
followed two and two, all very well clad; 
_ and they made fiveranks on horſback. Afﬀeer 
them came the Priſtafs , each of them in his 
fledge. And my Lord Ambaſſador followed ib 
Neftrof tm his ſledge drawn by ewo white 
horſes, which is the moſt eſteemed colour 
| for horſes in -Moſcovie. The Tilt or covering 
of his {ledge was of ſcarlet, whoſe edges 
hanging down very low were guarded round 
about with crowns made of little peices of 
ſky coloured velvet edged with ilver lace, 
and the back of his {Jedge was dreſt up with 
the tkin of a white Bear. On the right fide 
of his {ledge upon a plank layd croſs ſate his 
chief interpreter with his head uncovered, 
behind there was another board layd at the 
bottom of the fledge on which there ſtood 
two Pages, the twelve footmen in the mean 
time marching fix of a fide with Partiſons 
trim*d according to their Livertes, one behind 
another, and all bare, Behind his Exceilence 
followed my Lord YVicomte Morpeth the Ani- 
baſladors only Son then of about feventeen 
years of age, who bare his Father company 
in all his Embaſhes. He fate in a very faire 
elats coach drawn by (ix black horſes, with 
rich houſles of Scarlet very well laced and 
fringed with ſilver, which upon black ſhew 
_ very handſom , and behind his Coach he had 
two Pagesailo, After my Lord Morpeth came

tny Lady Ambaſſadreſs in her Caftzaz,covered 
on theout fide all over with Crimſon velvet, 
with very broad laces of gold and lilver,and 
lined within with blew damaſke according 
to the Liveries which were red; lined with 
blew. Oa each fide there were great win- 
dows which ſerved as doors to go inat, be- 
fides which, there were little wiudows allo, 
which her Ladiſhip might looke thorow with- 
out being ſeen her felfe : ſhe bad one of her 
Gentle-women in the Caft#az with her, two 
Pages ſtanding upon a plank bebinde, and 
three footmen running by. After my Ladies 
Caftnaz came my Lord of yorpeths [ledg, but 
without any body in it : atter which there 
followed two Caftnazes more and fo inordet 
all the reſt of the train and baggage; whizh 
made up about two hundred ledges. 

A while after we had leſt this Village", 
(which was aborit two a clock) weenrtred jnto 
a very faire champaignez in which the Moſ- 
covian horſe were drawne up, and had beer 
two days there putting into Order. Amongſt 
the reſt they had a great Number of Archers 
with their Quivers full of arrows; and for 
cheir Muſique there were ſo many Trumpets, 
Kettle-drums, Howboys, and other ſuch in- 
ſtruments of war, which they had diſperſtin' 
parties thorow all their Troops, that for two 
miles we were-ir no want of Muſique. But 
they having battered. our ears with one con- 
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tinued aire above two hours together all 
the way as wemarcht,the noiſe of thoſe Inſtru- 
ments whioh at firſt had delighted us with 
their melody, became now obſtreperous and 
troubleſome. In the mean time there were 
a great number of Boyars, of Stolnicks, and 
other perſons of the Court, which came to 
meet the Ambaſſador, richly clad in Veſts or 
Tuniques, of cloth of gold and filver, or 
velvets lined with Sables, with great caps 
on their heads of black Fox, made 1n the 
| faſhion of a Muff, which they uſe commonly 
intheir Ceremonies. They were moſt of them 
very well mounted upon good horſes, with 
rich trappings and bridles of filver,made like | 
chains, with the Jinkes very broad and thin, 
fo that whilſt their horſes were in motion,they 
made a noiſe, altogether Majeſtique. There 
were ſeverall alſo who had their houſles co- 
vered with pretious ſtones, whoſe luſtre 
ſeemed to adde a richer light to the light of 
the day; and behinde them they had their 
ſervants carrying covers fur their ſadles of 
Leopard ſkins, cloth of gold, velvet, and 
ſcarlet, All the Gentlemen of the Tzar: 
chamber were there ready to accompany the 
Ambaſiador to his very houſe. | 
At length,the Maſter of the great Dukes hore 
came to prefent to the Ar baſlacor from the 
1zar a f]edg,& another for my Lord Morpeth, 
with ſeveral white horſes for the Gentleanen: | 
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A while after, came Proxchiſſof, one of the 
Tzars Counſe), and Gregory Coſmevits along 
with him , who were both deputed to ſerve 
his Excellence as Priſftafs, or Maſters of the 
Ceremonies diiring his reſidence in Aoſco. 
And in this occaſion it was we had another 
ridiculous - example of the pride and ruſticity 
of the Moſcovites , Who- are ſo quick and 
reciſe in anticipating the Prerogative of Am- 
baſſadors. _ being arrived within 
ſome ſmall diſtance of the Ambaſſadors ſledg , 
gave him 'to underſtand that he was 'ſent to 
receive him from the grand Duke his Lord, 
and that he exp=ted the Ambaſſador ſhould 
firſt come out of his {ledg. But his Excellence 
ſignified to him by his Interpreter, that his ex- 
pectations were very 1l| grounded , that he 
repreſented the perſon of the King his Maſter , 
and that in that caſe all ſuch Kind of reſpect 
was due to himſelf. Pronchifſof however con- 
inued unmoveable in his (ledg as a Maſter of 
Ceremonies, and ſent back to the Ambaſla- 
dor that he alſo was ſent from the Tzar his 
Maſter to repreſent his perſon : ſo that to have 
ſeen him, one would have thought he had 
aken upon him the forme of a ſtatue, ro re- 


Wpreſent the Majeſty of his Prince. This ans 


wer, how abſurd ſoever it was, cauſed ſe- 
eral ſmart replies both on one fide and the 
dther : till at laſt the Ambaſſador to prevent 
any further delay in his Entrance, condeſcen- 
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ded to this, That they ſhould both of then 
come out of their ledges rogether. Bur in 
this Proxchiſſof tooke occaſion to deceive his 
Excellence, and falſify his word, hanging in 
the aire betwixt the armes of his ſervants,and 
but touching the earth with his tiptoes, whilſt 
the Ambaſlador came out freely. At their 
meeting, they ſaluted one another, and Pro: 
chiſſsf firſt delivered his complement , which 
conliſted in declaring his Employment, and 
acquainting his Excellence,that the Tzar had 
ſent him, and his affociate Gregory Cofmovity 
(who was there preſent alſo to take care 
that all things neceflary ſhould be provided 
during his continuance at Moſco. But the 
greateſt = of his complement was the rect 
tation of his Maſters Titles, which he enume- 
rated from the firſt to the laſt, in a moſt trou- 
bleſome and ridiculous maner,as will appeare 
hereafter. His complement being made;and 
the Ambaſſador having anſwered him with a 
very good grace, they retired both of then 
into their fledges, Pronchiſſof returning in 
- the ſame poſture he came, his fervants hok 
ding him up by his armes,as if they were afxaid 
' he ſhould ſinke under the burthen of the 
emploiment, which his Maſter had given 
him. At this time Neſtrof and Davidof (gt 
ving place to Pronchiſ/of and Gregory Coſme- 
vitz thenew Priſt.:f5) took their leaves of the 


Ambaſſador. After which Ceremonies, we| 
diſpoſed 
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diſpoſed our felves to enter into the Town, 
the Ambaſſador having Pronchiſſof on his 
right hand, and Coſmovitz on his left; my 
Lord Morpeth had two Lords of the Court 
to accompany him; ſo that in every ranke 
there were three (ledges a breaſt. The Gen- 
tlemen were all on horſeback betwixt 8ix- 
boyars, or Gentlemen of .the Court. The 
Chaplaine, Phyſitian, and Muſique-Maſter, 
with ſeveral Engliſh Merchants, and two 
Vallets de Chambre were joyned with them, 
ſo that they made up about five and twenty 
ranks on horſe-back, marching three a breaſt. 
All theſe Ceremonies , and the ſlowneſs of 
our march took up ſo much time, that the 
pight overtook us before we could enter the 
Town, our frequent ſtoppings and pawſes 
having confum'd above three houres ingoing 
of abuut two miles. Therefore , becauſe the 
Sun had withdrawn himſelf before we were 
ready to appear in the Town, the Citizens 
had made great fires in their ſtreets, and pro- 
vided great numbers of torches to render 
every thing viſible about his Excellence; ſo 
I that the night as well as the day did jſeem 
FF to participate in the Glory of this Entry. And 
i the pretious ſtones,darting about the rays of 
Wy heir refulgeney, made the clearneſs ot the 
night in ſome reſpe&t more majeſtique than 
WT ce brightneſs ofthe day 5 not to mention the 
Fl multitudes of people , wherewith the ſtreets 
3 were 
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were filled, and the houſes covered in all 
laces where we paſted, every one clam- 
King up here and there to behold this Mag- 
nificence, | F 
The Tzar, the great Dutcheſs , and the 
young Princes alſo would needs be SpeQators 
now, as they had diſpoſed themſelves to be 
the day before. But to the end they might 
ſee all without being perceived themſelves, 
they made choice of a place near the Gate 
of the Brick Wall, whither they had ordered 
a great number of Wax-tapers to be ſent. 
And here the Moſcovian Trumpets all ſtopt, 
to ſound at the time as the Ambaſlador paſt 
the Gate, and was entred into the Town, 
which was exa&tly performed : but with ſo 
confuſed a noiſe, it might very well be com- 
pared to that which the Geeſe made in the 
Capitol, whilſt the Ganls were climbing over 
the Walls. After this terrible alarm, which 
we were altogether ſurpriſed with, under 
pretence of ſomelittle accident,they made a 
ſtop for about half a quarter of an hour, to 
the end the Tzar might at his leiſure obſerve 
the whole Pomp; and indeed the great 
number of Wax-Tapers which they had dil- 
poſed of each ſide of the Gate, diſcovered 
the defign clear enough. At length, when 
his Maj:ſtie was ſatisfied with viewing the 
Magnificence of | is Excellences Train, he was 
conducted tothe Houſe which they had py | 
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pared for him, the Moſcovian horfe trouping 
thorough the Town in a huddle, without 
obſerving any order at all in their march. 
From the Gate of the Town, we paſt thorow 
the Tzars Guards, which were drawn up of 
both fides of the ſtreets, from thence to the 
Houſe where we lay. . 


Of the Ambaſſadors Refidence at 
Moſco. 


TJ 'Here are three things which principally 
recommend themſelves to our Confide- - 
ration in this place : Our manner of Living 
whilſt we were ' heres; The Ambaſladors 
Negotiation 3 And ſome Circumſtances that 
happened during our Reſidence at Moſco. 
Of which City it is neceſſary to give a pre- 
cedent Deſcription for the better compre- 
henfon of what followeth. | 

The City of Aoſco hath the ſame incon- 
venience with the other Towns in Moſcovie, 
which is, that it is built like them with 
Wood, ſome principal Houſes excepted. In- 
ſtead of being paved, they have only great 
pieces of Firr laid cloſe together, and croſs 
the Streets. When we' were there, its figure 
was almoſt Circular,and at leaſt four leagues 
in Cirumference, but being much ſubject to 
Fire, its form and extent doth not continue 
long in the fame condition. True it is, their 
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Strects are broad enough, and from place 
to place there are certain Intervais left to 
break off and ceaſe the fyry of the Fire, but 
the materials of their Houſes being ſo com- 
buſtible, they have much ado to prevent its 
progreſs. All the remedy they have, is to 
pull down the Houſes that are next, to the 
end that by taking away the matter , that 
ſhould nquriſh it,. they may give the ame 
more room to extinguiſh. But this not al- 
wales ſucceeding, eſpecially if the wind be 
high, it happens ſometimes , that they ſee 
a great part of the Town in aſhes in a very 
ſhort ſpace. 

This Town hath three Walls, one of Brick, 
another of Stone, a third of Wood, ſepara- 
ting the four quarters of the Town , which 
are called Cataigorod, Tzargorod, Scoredow. 
and Strelitza Slaboda. The Brick-wall di: 
vides Cataigorod from the reſt of the Town, 
that of Stone belongs to Tzargorod, and the 
Wooden one ſerves as Ramparts and Baſtions 
to Strelitza Sloboda, which is properly the 
quarter of the Strelitz, or Muſqueteers of 
the Tzars Guards, 

Amongſt the Rivers that paſs by this City, 
Moſca is a fair one, which gives it its Name; 
it riſes in the Province of Twere, and loſeth 
it ſe;f in the Volga, where the ſame joines 
with the River Orca, not far from Colunma:; 
reſides theſe, there are the. Neglina and the 
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ragnſa,two little Rivers which run by the 
City,and fall into the River Moſca.. A 

But that which is the greateſt Ornament 
to this City,befides the Rivers I have named, 
is the great number of Churches and Chap- 
pels which they have there,together with the 
Tz4rs Caſtle,which is called Cremelena. Their 
Churches are generally of ſtone,arched, & of 
a round form. They area great Ornament to 
the Town,by reafon of their ſteeples, which 
are covered over with Lattin,whoſe glittring 
feemes to redouhle the brightneſs of the Sun. 
As to the number of Churches & Chappels in 
Moſco,they are reckoned about two thouſand. 

The Tzars Caftle is of that greatneſs, that 
it is about two miles in Circumference. 
There is 1n it a very fair Pallace of Stone, 
built after the 7talzar faſhion, and another 
of Wood, which the. Tz«r chuſes to refide 
in,as the more healthful of the two. The 
Patriarch alſo, and ſeveral Boyars have their 
Houſes of Stone within this Caſtle, befides 
two Covents, one of Moncks, and the other 
of Nuns. There are alſo a great number of 
Churches and Chappels of Stone,and amongſt 
the reſf,one dedicated to St. Xichael,jin which 
the Tombs of the Tzarsareplaced, All the 
Steeples of theſe Churches are covered with 
Copper, which the heat of the Sun hath 
burniſhed into a great reſemblance of Gold; 
but upon one of theſe Steeples there ſtands 
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a Croſs which is of maſſie Gold. We ſaw 
there a Bell (which was made ſome years 
fince by a Moſcovite) of that prodigious big- 
neſs, that fifty. men might very well ſtand 
within it. It is about nine fathoms in cir- 
cumference, which by conſequence is three in 
diameter. When we came firſt to Moſco, it 
was upon the.ground, in a baſe Court where 
it was caſt, and during the four moneths 
and a half we remained there, all they could 
do, was to raiſe it though but a little from 
the ground, with intention to build a Stee- 
ple for it in the fame place. The Fortifi- 
cations of the Caſtle are alſo very confi- 
derable: for, beſides that it is very well | 
planted with Canon, there is a large Ditch 
and three very ſtrong Walls about it. Some 
of our company that had the curioſity to 
ſurvey this Ditch, as they paſt over the bridg, 
were deſired by the —— to march on, | 
and not trouble themſelves with ſurveying | 
their Works. | 
There are moreover in Moſcs a great 
number of Greeks, of Perffans, and eſpeci- 
ally of Tartars, but they admit no Jews. 
The Greeks of all Strangers are moſt well- 
come to them , as being in many things 
conformable with them, bur particularly m 
matters of Religion. The Proteſtants and 
Lutherans are well received allo, and have 
all of them liberty to hold publique apr 
ts | 1s, 
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blies, for thc Exerciſe of tlieir Religion, 
which is not permitted to the Romarn Ca- 
tholicks, for whom they have a particular 
averſion, But to the end that forreign Chri- 
ſtians may live together with more liberty, 
there is a Sloboda, or great Suburb, without 
the Town, where moſt .of them live, accor- 
ding to their own way, . And 1n this place it 
is the Germans, Engliſh, Hollanders, and Pgo- 
lonians do moſt commonly reſide. 

The Houſe we were lodged in in this 
Town,was a large building of Stone,no great 
diſtance from the Caſtle, and one of the moſt 
commodious to be found. The Chambers 
were all arched, every window had its 
ſhutters af iron, and every paſlage-door was 
alſo of iron: which gave one occaſion to 
ſay, we were certainly in the iron Ages 
though otherwiſe it be a mettle rareenough 
in that Country. Our Chambers were moſt 
of them hanged with Serge or red Cloth, 
and inſtead of chairs, we had benches cover- 
ed over with the ſame ſtuff, without any 
Beds or other neceſſary accommodations, 
belides tables and furnaces for the Winter. 
Amongſt the -reſt of the Rooms, there were 
two great Hals, one of them ( in which the 
Canopie of State was ſet up) we made uſe 
of as our Chappel, on thoſe days wherein we 
had Sermons, of the other for a Quarter 
for ſeven or eight of our Gentlemen, who 
OG = _ were 
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were conſtrained at their arrival, to make 
their ſeveral lodgings diſtin from one ano- 
ther. For when he who had the charge of 
preparing the Houſe was advertiſed that the 
Ambaſlador's Gentlemen could not lye 
crowded together as in a Hoſpital, and that 
this manner of living would be very ſtrange 
and incommodious to them 3 he anſwered 
jeſtingly , that it was beſt for them to lye 
together, leſt the Rats ſhould run away with 
them being Gngle. Which Anſwer put ſome 
of us on a ſudden upon a defire to know, 
if the Rats were ſo big at AMoſco; for my | 
part I imagined for the doing of ſuch an | 
exploit, every Rat ought to be as big as two | 
Boyars. However, we ſaw we had great rea- | 
fon to be impatient at Yologda, for our 
arrival here, where we had all that could | 
be expected in this Country. Our Publique | 
devotion which had been ſuſpended in our | 
Travails, was regulated here as at Yologaa, .| 
and at Eaſter we had a Communion. We 
had roreover the diverfion of ſeeing the | 
Town, and to viſit our Friends in the $/o- 
boda, where his Excellence himſelf was ſome- 
time treated by the Merchants. But this 
freedom was ſo regulated and reftrained, 
that for the four firſt days we were ſhut up 
cloſe in our Houſe , and not permitted to 
ſtir abroad before the Audience, They 
would ſuffer no Strangers to come near us, 
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nor could, the Ambaſlador prevail, that the 
Engliſh Merchants Wives might have acceſs 
to his Lady. It is true, after the Ambaſlador's 
Audience we had liberty to go abroad, but 
then for two or three moneths we were obli- 

ged totake ſome of the Tzar's Guards alon 

with us, which followed us armed wit 
their half-pikes 3 for which end there were 
commonly fifty of them attending us, keeping 
their guards at the Gate, and examining 
almoſt every one that came in. . The Am» 
baſſador himſelf was ' not permitted to ſtir 
unleſs he had a Priſtef with himy,and was 
attended with a Company of Strelits. Whereer 
by it happened, that the Ambaſſador one day 
after a long expeRation of the priſiaf (who 
ſeemed to neglet him) bejng ' upon the 
point of going abroad in his Coach without 
him, the footmen running before as if they 
would have paſled out of ' the Gate, the 
Strelits ſtoud immediately to their -armes, to 
hinder them, which they did,till the priſtaf 
was pleaſed to come and accompany. the 
Ambaſſador. None of the Boyars could have 
the ſight of his Excellence in his Houſe, un- 
leſs he was fent by the Tzar, it being almoſt 
a Capital offence for any perſon of quality 
Whatſoever, to have any kind of Conference 
with an Ambaſlador without his leave. 
Hunting, which was our great divertiſement 
at Yologda, was the leaſt of our recreations 
here, 
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here, but aſſoon as the ſnow was melted, and 
the ſpring arrived, we fell immediately to 
making of Horſe-matches: There was a 
challengealſo betwixt twelve of our Company 
to play at Foot-ball. At other times weran 
at the Ring, and on that day our repaſt was 
taken in the Wood, where that exerciſe was 
performed. Our Mulſique-maſter compoſed 
a handſome Comedie in Proſe, which was 
ated in our Houſe. As fortheir Baths, the 

were as rare at Aſo/coas hunting, for we aſe) 
one as 6ofteh there as the other. But the moſt 
part of our' Family would go now'and then 
to:their publique Stoves, where ſometimes 
rhey could ſee a great coinpany of Wornen 
naked by the favour of ſome little hole or 
cleft in the Wall, which ſerved alſo as a 
paſſage for their immodeſt diſcourſes. About 
one mile from Moſco we obſerved ina little 
Lake an land floting, as the Antients belic- 
ved of Delos, but it was very ſmall. Itis 
kept above water by the roots of* Trees, 
with which it is enterlaced, there were ſome 
of us took a boat and went upon it, turning 
It as a piece of timber which way they 
pleaſed. 


This being, as near as I could relate, the 
manner of our living at oſco, it follows now 


that we diſplay the Ambaſſadors ar, 
an

and at the ſame time the Ceremonies which 
are practiſed in that Court. In purſuance'of 
which deſign, I ſball ſpeak in the firft place of 
the Audience which the Tzar gave the Am- 
baſſador on the 11. of Febreuary,which was 
five days after our Entry. 


The 7. of February which was the next day 
after we arrived at Moſco , Pronchiſſof, and 
the other Priſtaf offered the Ambaſlador Au- 
dience from the great Dake on the ninth of 
that month, and pretented it as a ſingular 
favour,that he could have it ſo ſoon; never- 
theleſs,the next day they thought fit to delay 
him two days longer. In which time his-Ex- 
cellence was deſirous to informe himſelf of 
all the Ceremonies which were to be obſer- 
ved, according to the Cuſtome of that Court: 
and amongſt other things, he demanded of 
thew, whether it were expected that he 
ſhould be uncovered in the preſence of the 
Tzar. To which they anſwer'd,that the Tzar's 
Ambaſſadors were bare before the King of 
4 1 t by conſequence that he was to be 
ſo before his Tzarkoy Ma. But the Ambaſ- 
ſador declared freelyto them, that his Maſter 
the King of Exgland had commanded him to be 
ſo, and for that reafon he was obliged not to 
diſpute it : otherwiſe the Ambaſſadors of the 
Tzar could not.ſo well repreſent the perſon 


of their Prince, being but his Slaves, and 1o 
ſtiled 
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. (led eo intheir very Letters of Credence; 
After this, he demanded leave to viſit the 
great Dutcheſs and the young Princes, the 
cldeſtof which was not & ras ten years old; 
but this was refuſed upon this ground, that 
it was not their cuſtome. Indeed the Tzars 
wives live there very retyred, -and his Sons 
appear not 1m puolique, till they are twelve 
years old , at whichiage they ſhow them fo- 
lemnely to the People,” and the'Tzar himſclf 
ts but rarely to be ſeen. : , 
The Eleaventh day being come, there were 

a hundred and thirty perfons of the 7zarr 
Guards, and threefcore fledges ſent to carry 
theiPreſents from the King , the greateſt part 
of which was deſigned for the 7zar, the reſt 


for the two young Princes Knetz', Alexcy, 
E 


Hlexevitz, and Pheodor Alexevits his Sons, 
But; beſides the Kings Preſents tothe great 
Dake;there were Prefents alfo from the Queen' 
to the great Puicheſs, and ſome. which bis 
Excellence gave the great Duke apart as from 
himſelf. . The whole conſiſted in Vellels of 
pold and filver, 1n cloth, velvets, ſatins, 
and damaſke of divers colours; there was allo 
great quantities of ſtafs, and table linnen, 
two gold-watches, threeclocks, two pair of 
Piſtols, one gun, and two carabins, belides 
fix pieces of caſt Canon, a great quantity of 
Corniſh tynne, and a hundred piggs of lead. 
All which was fent before to the ple 
: q 
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the plate being cartied by four and twenty . 
men, the cloth by threeſcore, ten men carried _- 
the Velvets Sattins and "Damaſk, fix and ' © 
twenty the ſtufs and rable — , atid cen | 
more tlie Gut, the Piſtols, the Warches,and 
the Clockss and'on the ſledges they carried 
the Canon, the Tynne, and the Lead. This 
being done there were two ſledges brought 
for the Ambaſſador and my Lord Morpeth, 
and at the ſame time ſeveral white horſes for 
the Gentlemen of his atteridante; "At length

They were about two hundred 
cloathed all with veſts of cloth of gold, cloth 
of. filver or velvet ſet with Jewels, all 
placed in order.upon benches covered with 
tapiſtry round about by the wall; the floor 
being raiſed there three or four ſteps higher 
and about the bredth of a good walke. At 
the Entrance into the Hall there was a great 
number alſo of his Goſes which are his Mer- 
chants or Factors whom he furniſhes with 
rich robes to appear at ſuch Ceremonies 3 
This was the Splendour we found this great 
Prince in,, with a countenance perfealy ma- 
jeſtickzas having not only the advantage of a 
hanaſome proportion, | but of a lively and 
Vigorous age, for this waz but his four and 
thirtieth year, The Hall. notwithſtanding 
anſwered not very well to this Magnificence, 
ſaving in its Vaſtnes, and that it was covered 
all the floor over with tapiſtry. But it was 
wanting on the walls, which had no other

ſhort filence; hjs Majeſtic began to ſpeak, 
and to enquire of the Ambatfador CONCErns

parfure. This anſwer being interpreted to 
the Tzar, He aroſe again, and enquired con- 
cerning the Queen Mother in theſe words, 
How doth the deſolate Widow of that glo- 
rious Martyr Charles the Firſt, To which 
the Ambaſſador baving in like manner re- 
plied, began the following Speech, of which 
« had a Copy in Ezgliſþ,and his Interpreter 
another in the Moſcoviax Language. As he 
Ipoke it, every period was interpreted apart, 
ſo that when his Excellence had concluded 
one Sentence, the intepretation ſacceeded 
before he began the next, which was con- 
ceived the properel} way to entertain their 
attentions.Therefore the Ambaſſador and his 
Interpreter were abliged toread from time td 
| time, and to obſerve punttually their ſeveral 
Periods.

Forit Victory over Ene- 
mies, obedience of Subjects, and mul.- 
ticude of Friends be, as doubrleſs they 
are , the greateſt Rirengeh and orna- 
ments of the Regal Throne, certainly 
his moſt ſerene Majeſty having been a 
miracle of courage and zquanimity in 
his adverſs fortune is at this day a great- 
er miracle of. proſpericy. For as for 
Enemies none hath provoked or tried 
his power, but thoſe infamous Pirates 
of Algier, Enemies of Chriſtianity and 
mankind, whom therefore at two 
thouſand miles diſtance he blocked up 
in their own dens, deſtroyed their 
ſhips, battered their forts, reſcued 
the captives, and forced thoſe mis- 
creants to his own conditions.

And if after all theſe 
things there were leiſure to diſcourſe 
of the Jargenels of his DNominions , he 
hath to his Hereditarie Kingdoms i = - 
Europe, Himlelf added ſeveral Proyin- 
ces in Aﬀia, Aﬀrica, and America, be- 
yond whatever was acquired by his 
immortal Anceſtors. The Sea is his

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and. ;as oft. as he pleaſes, his Navies do 
carry;a moveable Frontire toall the ha 
bitable World : ſo that the Fame of hi: 
former afflitions hath not been heard 
fo farr as his preſent Dominions extend. 
But. though: the Extent of Empire be 
conſonant to the greatneſs of his mind, 
the Government of ſubjects natural to 
his Prudence and Juſtice, and Victory 
aver Enemies muſt needs be guſtable 
to- the height of his Courage , yet he, a 
Prince {o well exerciſed in the vicifli- 
tude of humane affaires, could even dil- 
reliſh Viftory, becauſe it taſts of blood, 
and relax his'Government rather than 
it ſhould oppreſs the liberty of man- 
kind, and looks upon whatſoever Ex- 
tent of Dominion, but as a confinement 
of thoſe more capacious thoughts 
wherewnh he adores the Author of all 
theſe mercies. Nor values he himſelf 
therofore ſomuch upon all theſe things 
though in themſelves excellent and de- 
ſicable, not upon the largeneſs of his

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Cerritoriesz mor the trahquillity of his 
ingdoms, : nor the fortunateneſs 'of 


' hieſhis Armes ; in compariſon of the Gone 


ancy' of his Friends. - He hath him- 
Welt been faſhioned to it by experience, 
nd is by nature all made up of friend- 
ip» Nor ſhould I have made this de» 
ecive rehearſal of things ſo iniverſally 
nown , did not the commemoration of 
is preſent Greatneſs ſhew him to be 
he more conſiderable Friend, and im- 
ly the gratitude he profeſies to thoſe 
is Friends who formerly made his ad- 
erfity more tolerable, and do now 
ive the trueſt ſeaſon and ſweetneſs to 
is berrer fortune. And among all thoſe 
riends, who can be preferred , or 
vbho indeed 1s comparable to' your In- 
derial Majeſty ? For whether his moſt 
xcrene Majeſty conſider the Greatneſs 
ff the Prince, the ancientneſs of Al- 
ance,or freſhneſs of Obligations, what 
Tree is there that ſpreads a deeper root, 


dr ſheds a greener ſhade, or bans a 
fruit 
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fruit more delicious ? His moſt Seren 
Majeſty himſelf uſeth with much de 
light to diſcourſe among us who hay 
the honour to be neareſt his Sacre 
Perſon, how above an hundred yea 

ago one of his Royal Anceſtors, Edwar 
the fixth,did out of an heroical mini 
man out his ſhips to trace out the |i 
mits of the World,and joyn the mof 
diſtant and unknown Nations by inter 
courſe. Theſe were they that firſt di 

covered the vaſtneſs of the Norther: 
Ocean counted till then unnavigable 
who, as the Children of Iſrael with 

pillar of. fire by night, ſo were con 
ducted by a pillar of continual day 
through that wilderneſs of waters untc 
this your Empire. They may juſtly be 
ſaid to have invented the true uſe ol 
the load ſtone, and that ſupernatur: 
needle then firſt reſted, at the finding 
out of your northern principalities, tc 
which 1t had pointed in vain for {c 


many ages. Having eſcaped the ha 
| Zard: 
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E-ards of the ſca,they were yet in danger 
wice to be loſt, firſt in the remaining 
journy through ſo ſpacious Domi- 
i10ns, and then in ho brightneſs of 
hat Majeſty . which they expected not 
ut of their, own Country. - But they 
were not only refreſhed, as it was fea- 
Wonable » by the courteſy of the then 
mperour, but recerved moreover 
rom his munificency, and as a reward 
f the trade then firſt 'opened and 1n- 
roduced on:that fide of your World, 
hoſe Immunittes and priviledges from 
hich thence forward both the Nations 
have reaped no ſmall Advantage.

But leſt I ſhould tire: theft 
Reader with an ill compacted diſcourfe;ſW 
whoſe ſtile and meaning are equally rude andifly 
unpleafant, F ſhall only tell the fubſtance 0 
it -in as. few words as I can.

lency, ſaying, that he himſelf ſtated alſo rc 
great while the next day, after many MeſſenWe 
gers were ſent unto him.

Then they ſpeak 
pf one Luke Nightingale whom they affirm

ajeſtie by the late Kings Majeſtie during the 
\ebellion, to give Him notice of it, and to 
lefire Him to abrogate the Priviledges of the 
WWE; Company, as having alſo put off their 
0) >edience 3 Adding moreover, that this ſame 
cf'1cotingale had Letters from the King, that 
Je was very private with his Royal Majeſtic, 
392d very truſtie to Him. Beſides they tell 
at this pretended Agent. gave the Foyars 
hat treated with him notice of, that the Fa- 
-Mtors of the Eg!i/þ Company had at thattjme 
WWroguiſh delign with one! Tohn Cartwrite, a 
ember of the Company, to rob his Tzarskoy © 
2jeltie's Subjefts inthe Ealt-Countries, and 
ue thorcly after the faid Cartwrite did ac-. 
, Oo compliſt

compliſh his deſign, Whereupon they ſay, ſi 
that JFobr Hebdox (lo they call the Knight 
that 1 mentioned before) was FaCtor to this 
ſame Cartwrite, Afterwards they lay an 
hainous charge againſt the ſaid Company 3 as, 
that they had not furniſhed the Tzarstreaſury 
with their commodities, at the ſame pricel 
they were ſold for in Exgland, that they had 
ſold prohibited commodities as Tobacco,and, 
that beſides they offered to take ſtrangen 
gooGs to carry them through the Coun 
_ cuſtome free. Laſtly they ſpeak of a gene 
complaint made by the Auſſes, Merchants and 
Tradeſmen, as if the Exgliſþ Merchants ha 
all the trade themſelves, and grew theret 
very rich in a fhort time,whereas his Tzarsk 
Majeſties Subjects grew poorer every day 
They alleadge alſo that the Merchants whi 
were firſt nominated for the Priviledges wen 
dead, fothat ( it ſeemes) they will havett 
Priviledges to dy with them. 

After this anſwer the Commiſhioners we 
pleaſed, as if they had a mind thereby tol 
reverged of the former Reparation require 
by his Excellencie, to. complain alſo on the 
ſide moſt vehemently of the Title, moſt Ila,, 
ftrious, that he had given his Tzarskoy Maj 

| fie. This was the occahon and manner « 
their complaint. Prexchifſof, one of theit 
| Comm 1ſhoners, had of my Lord ( upon i

That was the 
hing that they ſtickt co, but as to the ex- 
xreſfion ſaid publickly by word of mouth be- 
ore the Great Duke himſelf ( which ſhould 
ze thought more offenſive ) they had the 
yoodneſs to interpret it in good part, becauſe 
Ehey gave it a good ſenſe according to their 
wn will. But a writing that was only given 
o ſatisfie a mans curioſitie, who delired. to 
eit, 1s now become a very great matter of 
tate, every word of it is examined ſtridly, 
s if the whole buſineſs were only to pick 
uarrels, Such was the occafion of the great 
nvective they gave here 1n writing againſt 
wſiricſemus, which they take to be much 
feriour to the dignity and grandeur of their 
onarch. Therefore they require of my Lord 
mbaſlador that inſtead thereof he make ule 
f Serenisſimws, that he would alſo acquaint 
's Royal Majeſtie with it, whom they deſire 
dgether to leave off moſt Illuſtrious, and to 
rite moſt Serene, when it ſhall be his plea- 
re to write to their Great Lerd. To that 
rpofe they ſay. that all other Princes of Ex-. 
pe doit according to his Princely worth, 
d amongſt others the Ceſar, for a proof 
hereof they had already ſhewed my Lord 
mbaſſador one of his Letters being at Con- 
Wrence with them. His Excellencie took then 
tice, how the Emperour called Himonly 
O 2 Tzar 
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 Tzar according to His own Language, and 
therefore he reſolved ever ſince to do ſo, and 
never name-him Emperour, as he had dons 
hitherto after the cultome of Engliſh Mt 
narxchsand their Subjects. 


The 2g. my Lord Ambaſſador had anothe 
Conference, where he did ſo reply in writing 
firſt concerning the Reparation promiſed the 
tixth of February, I reply ( ſaith he) that 
1s: hard for me to conceive, whereas his Tzar; 
hoy Majeſtic 1s able at ſo great diſtances in hi 
| abſence by the good order of his Generals tt 
embattle ſo numerous and victorious Armie: 
upon the ſudden- opportunities of fighting : 
Enemy, thatafter my ſo {low advancing froi 
Vologda, and three days lodging almoſt und: 
the Gates of his Tzarskoy City, the contin 
Attendants upon his own Perſon, where th 
can learn and fee nothing but the moſt perf 
and exquiliite Order, ſhould not in a who 
day. be in a poſture to receive the Ambaſlad: 
of a Friend. And again that it is almoſt i 
ſtrange tome, that his Tzars4oy Poſts, wil 
run daily at his Command through ſo ſpa 
ous Domimons ( which may ever be tnlarged 
that they who would not miſs a foot at mit 
night thorough the very deſfarts of Tart 
yet ſhould lofe their way in broad day-ligt 
within three: or four miles of Moſco. Al 
yet Fam! moſt aſſured, that his'Tzar:hoy V

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zeſtie did really intend to refle& upon me that 
day allthe Honour which according to the cu- 
ſtome of his Court is dne to the CharaQer'T 
bring from my Royal Maſter, So that there 
ſeemes to be much more in it than an accident,

day to the ſame place upon an iticivility to 
Sir Johr Hebdon, a Gentleman of his Majeſties 
privy Chamber, and of my Train, could finde 
the way earlyin the morning 3 but thoſe that 
were ſent about my Reception, did miſs it till 
night.

not been upon any account or obligation that -

his TLarskoy Majeſty , as being ſo great a 
Prince and Friend of the King my Maſter, and 
which 1 have neither forfeited yet, and may 
poſhbly deſerve further before. my going 
away (unleſs upon ſome unhappy interrup- 
tion from other perſons :) I add next, that 
none but the King my Maſter knawes whatT 
ought to: have done, and therefore I defire 
that all expreſſions to the contrary may be 
omitted for the future.

nM with honour tohis Tzarskoy Majeſtie. Foras- 
1M much as, though all the Ergl;þ were invol- 
nll ved in the calamicie of that Rebellion, but the 
1 better part alwayes free from the guilt there- 
of, 'and though the Exgliſh here did generally 
put on mourning out of their abhorrence and 
erief for that deteſtable Parricide, and though 
moſt of them had from the Lord Culpepper his 
Majefties Ambaſlador in this Court teſtimonie 
C8 under his hand and ſeale of their fidelitie to 
MI bis Majeſtie (which they alſo witneſſed by 
rl conſiderable ſummes of mony 'furniſhed at

Counſellors of his 
Tzarskoy Majeſtie produce that Letter they 
mention, which in the name of the King my 
Maſter I deſire may be done. And whereas the 
ſaid near Boyars and Counſellors ſay the ſaid 
Lake was always about his Royal Majeſtie 
without going from Him to the contrarie 
his Majeſtie never knew ſuch a perſon or heard 
of him before his crimes in Ru/ſfa, the ſaid 
Luke Nightirgale being a broken merchant, a 
perjured fellow, and a groſle Impolter, 
Which will further appeare, if the ſaid his 
Tzarskoy Majeſty near Boyars and Counſellors 
will be pleaſed to remember,that his Tzarskoy 
Majeſtie in a Letter dated Jaly 11. 7155. to 
his 'Royal.. Majeſties Father of ever bleſſed 
memorie did .make the fame relation which 
his Tearskoy Majeſties Boyars and Counſellors 
dp now make of the ſaid N?ehtingale, and tg 
' CQMPare as kay what I now ofter them de- 
Jivered to me by his Majeſties command outof 
the. Secretarie. of States ofhtice , being an ex- 
traQ of his Majeſties Royal Father of ever 
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blefſed memorie, His anſwer to the ſaid-Let- 
ter, which having been prepared ready could 
not by reaſon of his death ſhortly ſucceeding 
be ſent overz [Laſtly whereas Tour Imperial 
Majeſtie hath intimated that one LukeNigh- 
tingale hath preſwmed to treat with Tour Impe- 
rial Majeſtie in Our name, : and to preſent: n 
writing in Tour Mejeſties Office; we therefore 
finding our ſelves much diſhonoured thereby 
deſire a Copy of the ſaid writing,that thert- 
upou when he ſhall repaire into Our  jurif- 
ditions, we may according to juſtice proceed 
againſt hini as. a petſon abuſing our name, and 
treating without our Royal Commiſſion awd 
order in propounding matters repugnant ts our 
Royal intentions 1648.]- And though the 
fellow beſince dead,and hath eſcaped ſo the 
juſtice of the King 'my Maſter, yet in his Ma- 
jeſties name I;delire the letter may be deli 
vered into-my hands, as alſo that I may know 
with what Boyars he treated or writ or ſpoke 
io that matſgrs Sbat by what they remember 
of: tae: tyattet.I-may give his. Majeſtic ,more 
perfeQ information thereof. And, though by 
what, appeares: already whatſoever he hath

For I cannot-epmprehend. to what purpoſe

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- he is mentioned in this place, the ſaid: Sir 
[John Hebdoz being ten years before free fron 
'the Service of Cartwrite, and being he who 
procured the remanding of Nightingale from 
-Novogorod and his detaining here ſome time, 
till he got away as privately as he' came, and 
never daring to repaire to the fight of his late 
-Majeſtie of ever bleſſed” memorie, or of his 
'Majeſtie now reigning, dyed like a villain-at 
Rige. But indeed the near Bvyars and Coun 
{chors did very. prudently, when upon their 
'urging this matter upon me as a truth- and 
'realitie, they made difficulty to admit the faid 
'Sir Joh Hebdor, though then required by 
me according to the deſire of his Royal Mz 
Jeſtie, and though at the ſame time Forainer 
were all the while preſent toſpie and obſerve 
miy diſcourſe concerning his Majeſties affaires, 
For'they could not be ignorant that Sir-Jobs 
Hebdoz was able to give a pertinent account 
of all the Impoſtures' of the ſaid Wightizgalc, 
and'in'two minutes to have diſcovered: the 
nakedneſs of all that falſhood'z' which » for 
want of Audience all this time has gone cur- 
rent for a truth of great authority. And as for

paration contrary to his late'Majeſties of: ever 
bleſſed memorie will or knowlege; t haveino- 
thing to ſay for him-at thistime. F700 
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i But, whereas the ſaid near Boyars and Coun 
ul (cllors, paſſing from that reaſon of taking 
on away the Privileges upon occaſion of the late 
Rebellion, are pleaſed to alledge ſeveral Mif- 
Ml carriages of the Eng/;/þ here in their way of 
d trading in this Country » I confeſs it 15 ſome 
thing new to me. And it ſeemes thereby to CO 
"iy appeare (which I am unwilling to believe) as 
if the ſaid Boyars knew ſome other reaſons 
than his Tzarskoy Majeſties generous reſent- 
ment of the injuries and inhumanities done 4 
to his late Majeſtic of ever blefled memorie 
for the taking away thoſe Privileges. Which 
being fo contrary to what the King my Maſter 
I hath always believed, and that from ſeveral 
5 expreſſions in his TZarskoy Majeſties ownLet- 
ters, ] am therefore the leſle prepared to ans» 
ſwer. Yet thus much I ſhall ſay, after minding - 
the ſaid near Boyars and Counſellors of. his 
Tzarskoy Majeſtie, that their allegations had 
been more weighty, had they named the partj- 
em cular perſons guilty of ſuch miſcarriageszasfarſt 
i rotheir not furniſhing of his7zerskopTreaſury; 
WH wherewith they are charged. The Merchangs 
' have from time all along, yea to the very time 
cal of his Tzarskoy Majeltics taking away of their 
Privileges, furniſht his Treaſury with Cloth, 
IM Tyn, Lead, Pewter, andall other Commo- 
THY ditics of the growth and manufatture of Erg- 
I 42:4, at prices farr cheaper than the Dxtch or 
; Hamburghers did or couid deliver oy F A 
their : 
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their Commodities were anſwerable to thoſe 
furaiſht by the Ergliſh. And it is affirmed by 
the Company of Regt; Merchants, that theit 
Servants and FaQors have at feveral times of- 
fered todeliver goods into his Majeſties T rea- 
fary. at the prices they coſt there in England, 
but they would not be accepted. And when 
they have been accepted or received into hi 
Tzarskoy Treaſury, the Faftors here could 
very ſeldome or never get their montes with- 
out great bribes to his Officers, nay ſeveral 


of them could never get any thing for their 


geoeds ſo delivered. And the ſaid Merchants 
do and can juſtly affirme that his Treaſury hath 
not ſuffered in that particular, but that they 
have been mach ſufferers in what they have 
delivered for want of good payment. As to 
their dealing with Tobacco , the Companies 
care and orders were ſuch (each memvet 
being under an oath to obſerve the ſame) taat 
if any man trading under the Privileges were 
known or found to have any,it was prefently 
faken and burnt before the K#ſſes his Subjects, 
whereof many prefidents may be produced. 
So that in this particular of what is ſaid there 
is nothing proved, no not fo much as any 
one inſtance of any one member of the Com- 
pany trading here under the Privileges. As 
to buying of ſtrangers Commodities , the Mer- 
chants privileged here, have ever been ſo farr 
from dealing in prohibited Commodiries, at 


allo 
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{iſo from taking or meddling with any ſtran- 


2ers goods to carry them from Archangel to 
foſcow cuſtome-free, and ſo defraud his 
ajeſtie of his cuſtomes, that they have from 
ime to time made very ſtri& orders to the 
ontrary. So that if any perſon were tound 
aulty in that particular, heſhould be delivered 
o the Emperors laws and not be proteGed by 
he Agent or Company there reſiding. Nay 
rther of late years the Company have been 
ſo fearful to offend in colouring ſtrangers 
700ds, that they have made ſtrict orders to 
rohibit all trade with the Dxtch , Hamburg- 
ers, Or any other ſtrangers , either at Arch- 

reel or any other place in his Domtnions. 
As to the firſt Merchants being dead , Ic 
as never underſtood (as farr as I know) by 
he 7zar his Predeceſfors here,nor (T am ſure) 
- WP) the Kings of England there (who by their

And for what belongs the Petition of the 
Goſes 
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 Goeſs and all other Tradeſmen of the Miſco: 
vian Dominions, and all the pretences which 
are hudled together againſt the Exg/;ſh Mer- 
chants; I ſhall only ſay at preſent that it ſeemes 
natural enough to me that the Goſes, a ſmall 
number of perſons, might delire thereby to 
ingroſs the whole trading to their own hand, 
though to the prejudice of the generalitie of 
his Tzarskoy Majelties ſubjects, But that the 
whole Tradeſmen of Ruſſfa, who receiveliif 
- great advantage from the trafftick with the 
Exgliſh,ſhould in that manner petition, ſeeme 
| not ſo probable becauſe leſs reaſonable. . 
Therefore paſling over all ſuch colours off 
realities, which may eafily be diſcuſſed in ſuc: 
ceeding Conferences, unleſs this new and 
abrupt anfwer ſhall give me occaſion whol!z 
to give over the buſineſs, I ſhall my felf ſay 
round]y (inviting thereby the near Boyars anc 
Counſellors of his Tzarsfoy Maijeſtie to the 
ſame way of proceeding) that if the Privile 
ges were only taken away upon occalion ot 
the late Rebellion and the Impoſtures of Lak:

But this he would minde his Tzarr4op 
Majeſties Boydye and Counſellors, that even 
papers of Obligation-are ſullied and worn out 
with too much handling 5 and ſos it in re- 
gard of the Obligations themſelves, when men 
roo often repeat their own good aGions. 
Concerning the matter of Trade: his Excel- 
lency tel]s them,that with all becomingthanks 
for the good intention of his T24rskoy Mar 
jeſty, he refuſes to treat of -any.fuch condi-. 
tions as were in their laſt propoſal, having-no 
Commiſſion or Latitude from the King:to 
go leſs in matter of Trade, than the Reſtt- 
tution of the former Privitedges. Aud where> 
a; the Commiſſioners had pleaſed to ſay, that 
his Royal Majeſty doth not upon this accaſion 
of wars, as his Royal Majeſties Father of 
highly glorious memory, who had fent his 


Collonel Thomas Sanderſon with many war- 


like men to affiſt his 72arskoy Majeſtie Aficha- 
elo Phederovich againſt his Enemy Uladiſlans 
King of Poland; his Excellency tells them, 
whether ſeeing in this and many. other e%- 
preſſions they ſeem to weigh: the generous 
actions of Princes by. Szlotwzcks ( os aunces) 
they would think it-civit in him, ſhould he © 
ſay, that his Royal Majeſties Father of bighly ' 
glorious memory lent his 7z4r-kox Majeſties 
Fo TO.  »  T SO oo_ 
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| Father of highly glorious memory , beſidg 
thoſe men of Sanderſoxs, forty ghouſand Rix. 
dollers and they were repaid, even as:Hiſl, 
preſent Tzarskoy Majeſty lent his preſen 
Royal Majeſty the ſame ſum, and they are 
repaid. And that moreover upon his Tzarskoy 
Majeſties Commiſtion to Sir Joh» Hebdon, bi 
preſent Majeſtie granted the levying of three 
thouſand horſe and foot for his preſent, 
Tzarskoy Majeſty , which might have pro- 
ved as good as either Bread or Treaſury, 
and if it were not effeted, it was not hi 
Royal Majeſties fault : So that hitherto 
the obligations are equal. As to thoſe of: 
fences contained ( as the Commiſlioners pre 
tend) in the latter part of his Excellencie 
anſwer, it ſeerhes they fix them all in his ſay- 
Ing, T hat they are not well or fitly grounded. 
Which words, as oft as they ſball have the 
ſame occaſion to uſe towards him, he doth 
promiſe them he fhall take it kindly and ci 
villy of them. But whereas they ſay, that ui; 
Coriference with them, he called them His 
Majeſties Boyars Felmoſhnei, wile, and rightly 
honourable, his Excellency doth acknowledyg 
that they are indeed wife, and rightly honour 
able; butl do not remember (ſaith he) that 
ever I called you YVelmoſhnei, as fearing that

that you ſhould obliquely add, that in my 
riting I diſpraiſe you without truth (a word 
yhich any man clare uſe in his own Country ) 
and that ſuch a man is not fit tolay the foun- 
dation of things. Would to God (ſaith he) 
you his Tzarskoy Majeſties near Boyars and 
ounſellors had been pleaſed to cooperate 
nd labour ſo plainly and ſocordially toward 
he common good of both Princes as I have 
done - Then how eaſily. might all that your, 
ordſ{hips have ſaid, or that I have faid, in 
ruttleſs replies have been ſpared, and,much 
recious time have been ſaved to cooperate 
owards his Tzarskoy Majefties affairs. 
Beſides this anſwer my.Lord gavein writing 
"Wo another paper, ſeveral demandsof.common 
"Fight and conteſy in the behalf of his Royal 
Wajeſties Subjets living in the 72ar's Domi- 
lonsz as Satisfaction .to the Exgliſh mer- 
hants for their old debts and houſes ;- T hat 
Il E-gl;fþ merchants deſiring to repaire home 
W'ght have their Paſles to go overSea with 
heir wives and families without moleſtation 5 
i bat Juſtice might bedone the Engliſh mer- 
"Wants for their debts; That alt his Ma jelties

and ſo he gave the names of thoſe who at 
that time demanded any Juſtice or Favour of 
'this nature. 

In this Conference my Lord Ambaſſador 
did alſo intreat his Commithoners, that he 
inight have a private Audience of his Tzars- 
koy Majeſty, thinking to finde more favour 
from the 7zer, as concerning his moſt impor: 
tant affaires, if he could himſelf inſtill into his 
Majeſties ears his ſtrong and ſolid reaſon 
With the evaſions and friendleſs dealing of the 
Lords Commiſſioners. But, as if they had fir 
reſolved to grantnothing at all, it was hard 
enough to my Lord Ambaſtador to obtai 
this Audience; And when at laſt they tok 
him of. the day, appointed for that purpo; 
by his Tzarskoy Majeſty, they faid it was nc 
for any buſineſs ſake, but to compleat thei 
great Lords brotherly love and friend{hip wit 
his Royal Majeſty, as if that could be don 
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meerly by ſeeing the Tzar private. My Lo 
Ambaſſador finding this anſwer as much un. 
for his buſineſs as it is ridiculous, made the!

diate Intercourſe, occaſion fuller to 1nfor 
themſelves of al] matters, and to remove? 
obſtacles So that upon this reflexion ( 
ſeemes) the Tzar granted his Excellency ti 
liberty to ſpeak of affaires.

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Audience the 22. of April in the Tzars own 
Lodging Rooms from ten a clock at night till 
one of the next morning. Then indeed heſpoke 
at length with all the advantage he could 
delire himſelf, and added to the ſtrength of 
reaſoning the eloquence of the language. He 
refuted,as much to the purpoſe as could be,all 
his Commiſſioners Objections before alledged, 
whereupon they purpolſed to ground the 
Refuſal of the Priviledges, he repreſented to - 
his Tzarskoy Majeſty how little of ſolidity 
here is, that they are but, weak pretences, and 
hat his Royal Majeſty muſt. needs be much 
enlible of this proceeding fo contrary to his 
expectatiors, But, to give more weight to 
he matter,he ſpeaks in the Kings own perſon, 
after he hath made a Preface from himſelf; 
Df this ſame Speech there were two Copies, 
piven to the Commiliioners , one in Exgliſh 
nd the otherin Latiz as followeth.

In all 
which things he much diminiſhed the reſpect 
due to his Excellency,and doubtleſs exceeded

they ſay amongſt many words very litleor no- 

ting to the purpoſe. Their whole buſineſs it 

leemes is tocatch at ſome expreſſions , Which 

Interpreting alwaies to their diſadvantage, 

they take thereby occafion to give his Tzars- 

koy Majeſty an ili taſt of his Excellency, and 

ſoto obſtruct his buſineſs. To that purpoſe 

they alledge firſt, that in a place of his ſpeech 

he calles them perfons of great' wiſdom and 

experience (whereas thereis, of great nobi- .

But whereas my Lord fates in another 
place of his Speech, That he received from hi 
Commiſſioners ſo unexpected an anſwer, that 
had Heaven fallen, as the windows of the 
Councel-Chamber broke in twice at the reci- 
tal,it could ſcarce have been more ſtrange or 
miraculous to him, they are pleaſed to ſay, 
that it was not fitting for him to ſpeak ſo to 
his Tzarskoy Majeſty. But here 1s the grand 
ſcandalous and unhandſome expreſſion ( as 
they take it) that ſtickt to the Tzars very 
heart, when his Excellency, ſpeaking as from 
the-Kings Majeſties own mouth concerning 
that unproportionable ſum of money that his 
Tzarchoy Majeſties Ambaſſadors demanded 
of his Royal Majeſty in Ezgland, ſaid, I hope 
fo impoſlible aſum to the greateſt Prince of

ſwered, that this unhandſome expreſſion was

ing, and that therefore their Great Lord 
would write about it tothe King+- As. for the 
Priviledges they put them off till the wars be 
put to an end, and then the Merchants muſt 
ſtand upon the Tzers courtefie 3 Laſtly his 
Tzarckoy Majeſty doth indeed acknowledg 
the Kings affeftion to him, where it is ſpoken 
of thoſe fit opportunities,that his Royal Mas 
jeſty had and might have afterwards of 
affiſting Him upon all occaſions of War. The 
Commiſhoners ſaid, that their Great Lord 
received theſe. Declarations of the Kings in 
brotherly,friendly amity and.love.. Therefore 
they defired my Lord Ambaſladorto declare 
them, againſt which of his Tzars4oy Majeſties 
Enemies his Royal Majeſty would affiſt their 
Great Lord , and whether with warlike men 
and ammunition, and if ſo, with how many 
warlike men and armes, and with what am».

place theſe his Majeſties men were to come. 


To that my Lord Ambaſſador gave them 


this anſwer, that in all theſe things he was 
not at all limited, but that they were left at 
his own beſt diſcretion, provided firſt, that 
his TLarshoy Majeſty would ſhew a juſt value 
of his Royal Majeſties conſtant brothasty 
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love and friendſhip. But'what concernes the

. As to the Additional Memorials preſented 
to the Tzars Majeſty againſt Pronchiſof, my 
Lord had at laſt an anſwer aftera long ollici- 
tation, but it was too much like their Repa-| 
ration -about the miſcarriage of our Entrance 
at Moſco. They ſaid, that my Lord ought not 
to complain againſt him, that whatſoever he 
was told by him in familiar diſcourſes it was 
not out, of malignity, but after a friendly 
way, fo that his Excellency might take care 
of himſelf and of his affaires.

in the hall wherein his Excellence had Au 
dience; it was a meale of near nine houre 
long, from two in the afternoon till eleve 
at night, My Lord Ambaſſador was conduddliif * 
thither very ſolemnly, but being entred wa 
the hall, the Tzar who was fitting upon Il 
Throne forgot not to retain his ordinary gr: 
vity, and though he had not then his Cro 
upon his head , he thought it too. great a cdl 
deſcention for a perſon of his grandeur t 
vaile his bonnet to the Ambaſlador. o 
; what 
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whence it may be eaſiely conjectured that his 
Excellence was not admitted to his table, and 
indeed it was fo fart from that, that he wag 
lac'tat another on his left hand , ſome ſteps 
hoe than his own, whilſt his principal Boyar# 
had not only their table on his right hand, 
but at a leſs diſtance fron his Throne. In ſo 
much as in that place where my Lord Ambaſ- 
fador ought to have received all honor and 
civility, there it was that they ſtudied as it 
were to treat hin diſobligingly;: He was 
ſeated alone oh one fide next the wall, and on 
he other there was one ofthe 7zars Conncel- 
ors and a Stelaick to bear him Company. In 
a direct line and'near his table they plac't my 
ord Morpeth, and with him (by expreſs or- 
Wer from the 7247) not only the Gentlemen 
nd Pages but the Footmen alſo, it being his 
leaſure to regale us alrogether. Afloon as

 adyantage of his Servants. Beſides theſe we

of us Imployed our felves in obſerving the 
great ſtone Pillar mentioned before, which 
they had adorned for a Show with. a won- 
derful quantity of Gold and Silver Veflels, 
amongſt which there were maty curious 
pieces : In this manner we fate almoſt halfan 
hour, before our meat was brought up. At 
-Jaſt the Srolxicks entred, with their great 
bonnets upon their heads, and brought the 
firſt meat to the Tzars Table, preſently after 
wards they ſerved the Beyars, and then my 
Lord Ambaſſador and his Train. Our firlt 
diſh was GCaviare; which we eat as a Sallad, 
after which we had a ſort of Pottage that was 
very ſweet,as alſo'ſeveral ſorts of fiſh baked, 
fried, and boyled; but no fleſh, becauſe it 
was Lent. Yet that:hindered not but that we 
had near five hundred diſhes, which were very 
handſomely dreſſed, had not the diſhes been 
ſo very black, that they looked more like 
Lead than Silver. Of all thefe diſhes they 
made as it were but one courſe, new coming 
in continually ; but as we had no napkinsal 
lowed us. ſo wanted we but little of having 
no plates alſo, All we could obtain foric 
many diſhes was but every one his own, and 
my Lord Ambaſſador in that reſpe&t hadno 


were well provided with-very good Spavif 
Wine, white and red Meadz Quaz, and {t 0g; 
Waters, which they had tempered with (we 
Lo, ak 
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and odoriferous ingredients.' We were not 
much troubled nor importuned to drinkto 
Exceſs,only they would often advertiſe us not 
toforget their great Dukes health. Thoſe that 
8 attended us were all Gentlemen of quality, 
I which perhaps was the reaſon we were not {o 
| Wl well ſerved as wecould have wiſhed. When 
meat was brought in, there were twelve of 
I the Guards du Corps ordered to enter, who 
Wl put themſelves jn order with-their Halbards 
| by the Hall door right over againſt his Ma- 
i jcfty. After them entered ewo Lords with- 
WW the Swords Royal , who approaching the 
EE Throne, with a profound Reverence, placed 
Wl themſelves of each fide of the Tzer, with 
; WW their ſwords naked upon their ſhoulders; 
' Night drawing on, they furmiſhed their Scon- 
Wl ces with Wax-candles, and a while after the 
Wl 727 ſignified his deſire to diſcourſefor ſome 
ti time with the Ambaſſador. Whereupon his 
e Wl Excellence roſe from the Table, and being 
i come near the Tz4r, he ſtood before him on _ 
ol the other ſide of the Table, ſo that they 
WI diſcourſed face to face. His Majeſty drank 
pM 2 Cup of Wine to the memory of the Jate 
King of Exgla»d intheſe words, Tovhe memory 
al of that glorious Martyr Charles the firſt, who 
08 enduredgreat affli#ions here, and enjoyes now 
a greater meaſure of glory. After that he 
drank a health to our preſent King, and gave 
the Cup alwaies to the Ambaſſador with his 
V 3 own 
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own hand. His Excellence alſo at his turn 
began a health to thetwo young Princes, and 
the Tzar ſeeming to vegle it, the Ambaſſa. 
dor very gracefilly intreated him to remem: 
ber it. Some ſerious diſcourſe they had alſo 


about affajres of State, the Tzar ſpake to 
him about His Wars with the King of poland, 
and his Excellence on his ſide failednat to 
mention to him the ſubje& of his Embaſſy, 
and to Jet him know he expeGed ſucceſs in 
it from himſelf only, and not from his Com- 
miſhoners. By this time the deſart came in, 
and the 7zar invited the Ambaſladorto rake 
his place at the Table again. The firſt things 
they brought in, were little artificial trees 
with ſtore of branches candyed and guilt at 
the ends, on purpoſe for a ſhew; the reſt 
were nothing but a kind of fritters, wafers, 
and ſuch like trifles in paſte , made up after 
their faſhion. After we had been abour half 
an hour longer at the Table, the Ambaſlader 
roſe again, and turning towards the Tzarthe) 
drank to one another ſeveral times, the Am: 
baſſador's Gentlemen having the honour to 
drink with his Tzarskoy Majeſty, and receive 
their Wine from his own hands. But bv 
Excellence obſerving with what eaſe the 7za 
took off his Goblets, declared to him after?

i The ſeventeenth of Afarch we celebrated 
, MW as the birth of the preſent Tzar, who was 
1 born on that day in the Year 1630. for which 


his Tzarskoy Majeſty ſent us a great dinner, 
and three or four Boyars to rejoyce with the 
Ambaſſador. 

| The third of Apri/being Palme-Sunday we 
had the fight of a very noble Proceſſion, 
which is annually obſerved eight daies before 
Eaſter, in repreſentation of our Saviours En- 
trance into Jeraſelems, The Tzar invited the 
Ambaſſador to ſee the Geremonie; and (their 
Sledges being then out of date, by reaſonthe 
Ice was for the woſt part diſſolved) ſent his 
Coach with a Stolzick, and Gregory the Pri- 
ftaf to accompany him. The Ambaſſador 
being about to enter firſt into the Coach, the 
Stolnick, had the preſumption to thraſt him- 
ſelf forward and throw himſelf into it as it 
were headlong before him 3 and this with 
ſuch a diſorder, that it coſt him ſome trouble: 
torecolle@& himſelf. His Excellence obſerving: 
his temerity left him in ſole poſleſſion. of the 
Coach, and was returning.up the ſtairs , when

The Tzar being in a good: humour, gave him 
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the gtolrick came out again in great confuli. if 1 
pnto aſſure him,that he had donenothing but ll 
by expreſs order, and according to their Cy. ll t 
ſtame, The Ambaſladd} reptied, he knew 
yery well, ſuch incivilities were not pradiſed 
in. other places, and that in Exglazd the Tzar: 
Ambaſladors had not been uſed in that man- 
per. The Stolxick underſtanding his Excel- 
1encies reſolution not to go at all upon thoſs 
terms, diſpatched a Meſſenger immediately. 
to the Tzar, to advertiſe him of what had 
paſt, and. of the Ambaſſadors perliſtence. The 
Tzar was then at his Devotion in the Church 
of Jeruſalem ( as they call it ) near the 
Caſtle-gate, and all things were ready to be- 
gin the Pracefſion; infomuch as his Tzarskey 
Majeſty to accelerate the Ambaſſadors arri- 
vaicountermanded the orders of the $tolnick, 
Whereupon they departed immediately, and 
being come to the place that was reſerved for 
ys, we found the 7zar already gone out of 
the Church, and marching on foot with his 
Crown on his head, in the midſt of a great 
nymber of Boyars and Churchmen; amongſt 
Which there were two of his principal Coun: | 
ſellars of State, that led him by the armes: 
The Patriarch (a handſome man and ofa 

ood age ) had a kind of a Diadem upon his 
head, and a great Croſs of Gold in his hand: 
Thereſt of the Clergy were in their Surplices, 
and carrying Books, Banniers, Croſſes, and 
CG Images 


of three Embaſſies. 
Images upon long ſtaves before them, ſome 
of them ſinging, and ſome of them fuming. 
the people with Incenſe. In this poſture they 

advanced along upon cloth to a certain * 
Platform, where the Patriach prefented 
Palmes to the Tzar firſt, and then to thereſt. 
That done he took off the Tzars Cap, 
laid it upon a Silver plate, and preſented his 
golden croſs to him to kiſs. Which being 
with great reverence performed, the Patriarch 
waved it on high to both ſides 3 to them firſt 
that were in the Platform, who received that 
Benediction with great reverencelikewiſe,and 
then to the People that were preſent, who at 
the ſame inſtant caſt themſelves along upon 
the ground, but more eſpecially the Tzers 
Guards who were amongſt them. After this. 
they ſang certain hymns, which lengthned 
their Devotion a compleat hour, At this 
time there fell out a very pleaſant accident, 
occaſioned by the Lady Ambaſladrefſes maid, 
mentioned at the beginning of this Narra- 
tivez who deſirous to ſee the glory of this 
Proceſſion, had ſlipt herſelf amongſt my Lord 


Ambaſſadors Train, into the place appointed 


forus to ſeethe Ceremonies; The place being 
higher than the reſt, and uncovered, the Tzar 
lifting up his eyes oftentowards us, at length 
took notice of this Maid, and obſerving her 
well drefled and near his Excellence (which 
Was more than he had diſcerned ,) he pre:

ſently imagined it was the Ambaſſadors Lady, 
and ſent immediately one of his Boyars tg 
enquire of her health. The Ambaſiador al. 
together ſurpriſed with the Complemett, 
returned his thanks to the Tzar for his oh- 
liging intention, and withall gave him notice 
of the miſtake, whereupon the Maid wa 
diſmiſt with a ſevere reprehenſion; and being 
amazed at the ſtrarigeneſs of the adventure 
departed lilently, confuſed betwixt the honor 
and ſhame fhe had received at the ſame time, 
A while after for default of an aſs they 
brought the Patriarch to the entrance of the 
Platform a horſe diſguiſed like an aſs, with 
great artificial Ears, and (perhaps leſt they 
ſhould have diſcovered him to be a horſe by 
| his Coat, orelſe have taken him for a red 
aſs) they covered him over with white Linnen, 
And then having covered his ſadle with ſe-W" 
veral very rich coverings, the Patriarch® 
mounted by the help of a footſtoo], andiW” 
placed himſelf lidelirig uponthe horſe. After" 
that , he bleſt the people with his Croſs as he ® 
went along , and the Tzar having reafſlumed 
his bonnet and Crown marched a foot before 
him leading his horſe by the bridle; as ſoon as ji * 
they began their march there was a Chariot 

drawn by fix horſes covered with white lin- 5 
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nen alſo, that went before them, in whick R 
Chariot there was a tree garniſhed with a 4 
{ 


great number of apples, which they had hull 
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of three Embaſſies. 99 
ned to.it, and onthe Branches five or ſix men 
finging Hoſanus. The motion of this Tree 
was ſo ſtrange to thoſe who ( not ſeeing the 
korſes that drew it ) were ignorant of the 
cauſe, that ſome of them at firſt fight looks 
upon it as a Miracle. 

_ Eight days after this Proceſſion we had the 
Feaſt of Eaſter, in which the Adoſcovites have 
a Cuſtome of preſenting one another with 
coloured Eggs. When they ſalute one they 
cry, py > wos chreſt, which is as much as 
to ſay, Chriſt 3s riſex, and the other anſwers, 
Woſtin wos chreſt, which is, He is riſer indeed. 
They do ordinarily kiſs one another in their 
Salutations, and he which ſalutes the other, 
preſents him with a coloured Egg. This Ce- 
remony continues fifteen days, inſomuch as at 
that time there are many Shops, in which 
they ſell theſe Eggs ready dyed into a red 
or a Crimſon colour. The Tzar himſelf 
makes uſe of them to his Military Officers 
reliding in Moſco, who coming all of them to 
kiſs his harid, his Majeſty gives each of them 
an Egg, accompanying his preſent with his 
Royal Benediction for the Succeſs of their 
Armes. - 
On the nine and twentieth of. day with 
great joy we ſolemnized both the birth of .his 
Royal Majeſty, and his glorious Return to 
his Capita] City. His Majeſty and the Tzar 
being born both in the Year 1630, there is 
MT 3 1 _— 
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no great difference in their Age , only the 
Tzar was born the feventeenth of March iſ 

and is by conſequence ten weeks older. Info 
this Feaſt his Excellence treated amongſt 0. 
thers the principal of the three Ambaſladors ſj 
whom the Tzar had a while before fent toi 
the King, and who departed from Loxdoz: but 
ſome few weeks before us. But that could 
not be done without the Tzars permiſſion, 
who according to their Politicks was muchin 
trouble, ere he could refolve to grant him 
this grace. And this, notwithſtanding the 
great amity they had contraded at Lordon, 
was the only opportunity they had of ſeeing 
one another again, The Tzar for the aug- 
mentation of their Mirth, ſent them a good 


quantity of Spaniſh Wine and Mead. 

My Lord Ambaſſador entertained the $8we- 
d:iſþ Reſident (who was at that time in Aoſco) 
very often alſo , by which means he had 
frequent conferences with him. 


About this time the Marriage was con- 
fummated betwixt the good man that had 
hart himſelf with his fall at Graveſend the 
next day after his departure from London, 
and the Maid I mentioned but lately. But 
the Bridegroombeing as yet ſomething lame 
_ of hisfall, as Vulcan was with being tumbled

His Excellence interceded likewiſe in the 

behalf of ſeveral Engliſh Merchants and 0- 
'thers, that either had there ſome buſineſs of 
concernment, or that defired ſome favour or 
other. And in this reſpeCt alſo my Lord 
Ambaſſador found this Court ſo favourable, 
that he was ſooner weary of aiking, than 
they were of gratifying his Lordſhip. 
There being at Stockholm three Reſidents, 
one from Frarxce, the other from Danemark, 
and the third from Holand, his Excellence 
had ſeveral Conferences with each of them, 
and treated them afterwards one aftey ano- 
ther with all honourable entertainment. 

In the mean time his Excellence had the 
honour to be regaled by their Majeſties, the 
King and Queen Mother, in a moſt obliging 
manner, in a ſmall Palace fome few Leagues 


from Stockholm; where afſoon as he was __

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ed, his Excellence was received with a Col- 
Wtion, and after be was ſhown all the Curio- 
\Mtics in the Caſtle, he was carried to Dinner 
ith the King and the Queen Mother. The 
ing drank to the Ambaſiador the King of 
relands health, butdrinking it with more 
"Wa! than ordinary, and the glaſs being too, 
io, it hapned he ſpilt a good part of the 
V:ne upon his cloths 3 which put his Majeſty 
> out of countenance, that he looked as he 
"Would willingly have drunk it again with 
nore caution, if by that means he could have 
ot that diſaſter forgotten. After Dinner his 
xcellence wenta hunting in a fair Park well 
ocked with Deer. The King was there on 
orſ-back alſo, and obſerving his Excellence

Collation& excellent muſick,after that he h:

'Wto his Family at Moſco, in the quality of a 
entleman of his Train. The other that kil- 
d him being of his acquaintance had lent 
im a conſiderable ſum of money, with pro- 
iſe and expeCtation to have it ſuddenly 
W-oaid. The Collonel having been a priſoner 
pme time in Meoſco, put himſelf with this 
oney into a good Equipage : but inſtead 
f repaying it, as he had promiſed, he in- 
ratefully contented himſelf with giving him 
| language from time to time. So as being 
Woth of them preſent at this Feaſt, they took 
caſion afſoon as my Lord Ambaſſador was 
tired, to decide the controverſy by the 
word.

concurrence of evidence, that came in agai 
the Collonel, that the other had receive 
the injury in the Quarrel, he judged it 
good ground to diſcharge him of his imp 
fonment, who had run himſelf into it by hi 
imprudence and indiſcretion. It was depoſe 
againſt the Collonel, that be was a quarre 
ſome perfon, of an ill life, that he had nothin 
but formal & exteriour honeſty, that he ha 
cheated hisadv=rſary in mattersof Importanct 
& that upon the demand of his money,he af 
provoked him to fight. This Evidence being

. When his Excellence viſited him, and this 
Swas the commmon reception they uſed to 
"ne another. The buſineſs, of that Embaſly 
'Wfrom the King of France was for the con- 
Wammation of a League, which was in tranſ- 
tion betwixt that King and the King of 
WDermark, And it extended no further, than 
- Wa bare treaty of Amity for the ſecurity of 
both the Allies, and (as my Lord Ambaſſador 
Mwas aſſured ) aimed not at the prejudice of 
Many Prince, much leſs of the King of Great ' 
ritair, Who was exprelſly compriſed therein, 
MWand might have been received into the Al-

At length on the 23 of that moneth verlfi 
early in the morning we departed from Eljhu 
wore, We were ſcarce advanced twei 
leagues in our way, but the wind turnedi/ 
about & came croſs as before, ſo that we were 
forced back to Elfrore.

dor obſerving the uncertainty he was in, and 
that he was become the paſtime of wind and 
Sea, believed it his moſt expedient courſe to 
travail by Land.” The indignation he had 

. againſt lying idle fo Jong in a place, and the 
I:npaticnce of remaining in ſo tedious a con- 
dition, perſwaded him to a reſolution off 
leaving the Sea, and making his journey bye 
Land, in cafe the Wind did not turn favour- 
able within four and twenty hours. But the 
wind blew fo ſtrong fromthe ſhore, that it ws 
not poflible for us to land, much leſs to pro- 
ceed in our Voiage by Sea. So that it ſeemed, 
that not the Sea only, but the Heavens and 

' the. Earth alſo had ſet themfelves 1n oppo- 
Iitientothe Ambaſſadors deſign. ; 

And on the 28. we had a ſtorm ſo diſmal 
by reaſon of the obſcurity of a very dark 
night, that we were very much amazed A 
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end our ſelves the next morning at anchor 
1ellec2r an Tland about two leagued further from 
W-/nore than we were before, ' 
os The 29. the wind not being ſo high as it 
ad been betore, his Excellence prepared for 
his departure by Land, taking only nine of 
his Domeſticks with him, and leaving thereſt 
with his Lady, who made her Volage by Sea. 
was one of the nine that attended on the 
YAmbailador, and am for that reaſon obliged 
Mtogive a general account of the manner and 
MWoccurrences of his Excellencies Journey.

Firſt we croſſed the Iland of Sealard paſ- 
ling to Fredrixburgh, ſo that we arrived at 
Coſſor the laſt day of the year. The next, 
being New-years day, we paſled from Sealand 

Fto the If{le of Fazher (which was four Dutch 
miles) in a Galliot,and the ſamg day advanced 
eight miles further croſs the Iland. The next 

{day , from Fanhber we arrived in Holſtein, 
making two miles in a Fiſher-boat, and from 
thence by Alderſleven and Frextsburgh we 
arrived at Hamborongh.

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Gannt, Bruges, Newport, Dunkirk, and Grays 
line by the way. From Calais to Dover y

The Conſideration of the State of th 
times In which this journey was taken, mad 
his Excellence travail about in this manner 
rather than follow his dire& road thorouy 
Hellayd, which had been the ſhorter cut 
And becauſe we were to paſs near the Fron 
tiers, the Ambaſſador thought good alſo tq 
conceal his Quality , and travel #zcogmits 
eſpecially after he was out of the Dominion 
of the King of Denmark z by which mean 
he avoided at the ſame time another incon/ 
ventence, which was theReceptions and Ce 
rimonies, which his Dignity without doutt 
would have drawn upon him 1n his jorne);
